DENVER, Colo., July 3.—Backers of 
Gov. Johnson and Judge Gray are now

* nomination of William J. Bryan on the 
first ballot. They assert that if they 
do this that scores of delegates instruct- 
ed for the Nebraskan will feel that they 
have carried out their instructions by 
voting for him once and will gladly go 
to another candidate. 

The managers of the booms of the 
allies have held several conferences and 
are unitedIn the effort to prevent Bry- 
an’s nomination. They are apparently 


more anxious to defeat him than to 
win for themselves. They are 
polling every delegate who arrives in 
Denver and they are unanimous in say- 
me that Bryan will not have the 672 
votes needed for a nomination. 
Anti-Bryan men today gave out the 
first definite figures regarding the man- 
ner in which Bryan's nomination is to 
be prevented. They ¢laim 361 votes will 


“be cast’ against ‘him on the first baliot, 


which will leave him 647, or 25 less than 
he needs. .

Mayor Wells has abandoned his inten- 
tion of investigating the official acts of 
Andrew J. O'Reilly, president of the 
Board of Public Improvements, with a 
view to removing O'Reilly from office. 
From a reliable source of information 
at the City Hall it was learned Friday 
that O'Reilly will not have to defend 
his tenure of the office during his term, 
which ends in April, 1909. The end of 
the Mayor’s term will come at the same 
time, 

* The Mayor recently appointed a com- 
mittee to make a preliminary inquiry. 

The Mayor has had the report of the 
committee for two weeks, but refuses 
to make public its contents. From per- 
sons with whom the Mayor has dis- 
cussed the matter it has been learned 
that the Mayor does not regard the 
commission's finding as_ sufficient 
grounds on which to proceed against 
O’ Reilly. 

The report of the three commission- 
ers finds grounds for censuring O'Reilly, 
but makes no charges against him. It 
sets out specific instances wherein he 
appears to,have been “‘careless.’’ 

O’Rellly Wasn’t Afraid. 

When asked about the subject Friday, 
Mayor Wells replied: 

“I have no information to give out.”’ 

Président O’Reilly—satd: 

“I never have been afraid of the in- 
vestigation, and I have never acted as 
if I was, have I? I have undertaken to 
conduct my department up to the mark. 
Sometimes my subordinates may have 
overstepped their authority, but they 
were promptly disciplined when they 
did. They never met with my approval 
when they did. The same thing might 
happen in the Mayor's office.”’

WOMAN or 
10 DEATH WIT 
QUEER DISEASE 


Blood Left Veins and Capilliar- 
ies and Collected Under 
the Skin. 








Hemorragica malaria, an unusual dis- 
ease in this climate, caused the death 
of Mrs. Mary Rozum, aged 44, of Ed- 
wardsville, Tll., Wednesday. Mrs. Ro- 
rum bled to death without an abrasion 


of the skin, *the blood roe ty | from 
the vessels forming in clots under the 


cuticle. 

The disease is not unusual in the 
South, according to Dr. Joseph E. 
Chambers, but it is seldom found this 
far north. It is—said to be contagious 
and highly dangerous. Sometimes a 
pint of blood will escape from the 
capillaries and form a pocket under 
the skin. . 

‘ Blood Escapes From Veins. 

In some forms the disease is closely 
akin to spinal meningitis or spotted 
fever. In Mrs. Rozum’s case the. blood 
escaped from the usual channels and 
formed in big blotches all over the 
body. 

The disease is caused by a peculiar 


form of malaria which causes a de- 
compesition or rottening of the tis- 
sues under the surface of the cuticle. 
The ‘lood then bursts through the 
capillaries or veins and collects un- 
der the skin, giving the patient a 
peculiar appearance. 

Mrs. Rozum had lived at Edwards- 
ville for 25 years. She was a native 
of Bohemia and the mother of ten 
children. 

First Case in Vicinity. x 

The Edwardsville physicians were 
puzzled over the disease, as they had 
never found a’ similar case in thetr 
practice in that vicinity. 

In cases like this persons actually 
bleed to death without losing @ drop 
of blood. Dr. Chambers says he can- 
not understand how the woman con- 
tracted hemorragica malaria in this 
climate unless she visited recently in 
the South. He says the disease from 
which she died may have been a dif- 
ferent form of an fliness which is not 
infrequent in Texas and Louisiana.

Many women, in 4 
frantic effort to escape when the pyro- 
technics began exploding, ran into the 
basement, and those found dead were 
huddled against a door which afforded 
the only exit, their twisted bodies show- 
ing their last pitiful efforts for life.

A sixth woman found in the basement 
was still breathing, and was hurried to 
a hospital.

Five Firemen Injured. 
Five firemen were hurt by 
glass while fighting the flames. 
A girl clerk on the first floor was 
demonstrating the patent torch when 
the fireworks counter caught fire. Thick 
black smoke, billowed by the explo- 
siens of giant firecrackers, rolied to 
the ceiling, and the acrid smell of 
burned powder spread through the store. 
Panic followed instantly. Women anc 
children fought with one another to be 
first to reach the exits at the front 
and rear. 
The girls penned within the boxlike 
fireworks counter could not escape, and 
no one stopped to aid them. With the 
hiss and sharp reports of the fireworks 
about them, they dropped to the floor 
dinder the counter, shrieking for aid. 
When, by united strength, these girls 
succeeded in breaking out under a coun- 
ter, they were so blinded by smoke and 
terrified by the confusion about them 
that they rushed into the basement to 
meet death there. 

Elevator Makes One Trip. 

Henry Miller, an employe in the store, 
ran hastily to the top floor, shouting 
at each stair landing to the girls to 
come out of the store. He threw open 
the windows, which swung on 4 pivot 
in the center. 

The elevator made one trip to the 
bottom of the shaft, and those in it 
escaped. Those left on the upper floors 
gathered at the windows and shouted 
to those below: 

“Watch out! We are going to jump.” 

“Don't,” they were warned. “Wait un- 
til the firemen come.” 

In spite of this warning, a score did 
jump. The fire nets were slow in ar- 
riving. When they reached the scene 
1% were saved by jumping into them 
or descending on ladders the fireme: 
raised. 

No Fatalities, First Report. 

For\two hours it was not known that 
a life had been lost. At noon Fire Chief 
Wallace inspected the building, the shell 
of which was standing, and announced 
that no bodies had been found. 

Half an hour tater Battalion Chief 
McGloo, making his way through the 
thick smoke still lingering In the base- 
\ment, stumbled on the huddied pile of 
figures there. 

The body of the boy was slightly 
burned—being the weakest, he apparent- 
ly had been thrust forth as a shield 
against the flame—and the hands of 
two of the women, scorched, bore mute 
testimony as to who had done this.

MURAT HALSTEAD, EDITOR 
| AND AUTHOR, IS DEAD 


Was Widely Known as a Journalist 
for More Than Half a 


Century. 

CINCINNATI, July 3—Murat Hal- 
stead, one of the leaders in American 
journalism for over half a century, and 
widely known as a newspaper and mag- 
azine writer, died at his home in this 
city today. At his bed were his wife, 
his son Robert and one daughter, Mrs. 
Arthur Stem. 

Mr. Halstead had been ailing for sev- 
eral months, and yesterday suffered 
from cerebral hemorrhage. 

Mr. Halstead was one of the great 
editors of the last half of the nineteenth 
century and one of the strongest trib- 
utes to his incisiveness as a writer 
was in 1889, when his nomination by 
President Harrison to be American Min- 
ister to Germany was rejected by the 
United States Senate because of arti- 
cles he had publgshed charging corrup- 
tion to some members of that body. 

He was a native of Butler County, 
Ohio. During the last 10 years he has 


figured largely as a magazine and spe- 
cial newspaper writer, besides issuing 
a number of books on current matters 
of historical interest. in the Civil War 
Mr. Halstead personally reported many 
battles, being rated as a war corre- 
spondent of the first class, and later, 
during the Franco-German War, and 
also in the Spanish-American War, he 
added to his reputation in that line. 

For 50 years he attended and reported 
all Republican national conventions, and 
in 1860 he was the only newspaper man 
who reported all the varied political 
conventions of that year.

He Recently Killed Man Who 
Accused Him of Circulat- 
ing Stories.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., July 3.—Frank 
Coy, @ rural mail carrier living near 
Kissee Mills, Taney County, who shot 
and killed Boyd McVetie during a quar- 
rel a month ago, was shot from ambush 
yesterday afternoon. He‘ was brought 
to Springfield this morning and three 
buckshot were taken from his body. 
His condition is serious. 

Coy has the contract to deliver the 
Government mails between Dit and 
Kissee Mills. Half way between these 
two points he was fired upon from the 
dense brush. Though badly wounded, 
Coy put spurs to his horse and galloped 
to Hilda, where he received surgical at- 
tention. ‘ 

Ne Trace of Assailant. 

The Sheriff was notified and went to 
the scené at once. No trace of the as- 
sailant could be found. A: bed of leaves 
behind a ledge of rocks showed where 
the man had hidden. Bits of bread on 
the ground indicated that he had been 
waiting for hours. The brush from the 
ledge of rock to the road, about thirty 
paces, had been cut away to give Coy’s 
assailant a good shot. 

A month ago Coy was riding past the 
home of Boyd McVey, when he was 
stopped and accused by McVey of cir- 
culating stories involving a young wom- 
an’s name. Coy denied it. McVey is 
said to have drawn a revolver, deciar- 
ing he was going to kill Coy on the 
spot. Before he could carry out the 
threat Coy drew his own revolver and 
sent a_ bullet thrqugh McVey’s heart. 

Out on $3000 Bond. 

Coy immediately surrendered to the 
Sheriff. He is now out on bond of $3000. 
The slain man left a father and two 
brothers. 

Coy is one of the best.marksmen in 
Taney County, and was armed at the 
time he was ambushed. Unable to see 
his assailant, he says, he fled to escape 
a second load of buckshot. 

The Coy and McVey families are 
prominent in Taney County affairs.

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Elijah Rice’s Red “Beef Crit- 
Was Worth $10,000 in 
Attorneys’ Fees. 
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%JDED IN OBITUARY 


Broken Heart Kills Venerab‘c 
Animal Over Which 5- 
Year Fight Raged.

MACON, Mo., July 3. 
STEER—On July 1, 1908, at its home 
near Lagonda, Mo., one red steer, 12 
years old, 17 hands high, worth $10,- 
000, the property of Elijah E. Rice. 
Peace to its hide. 


The above obituary appeared in a 
Chariton County paper this week. De- 
tails of the animal’s death were obtained 
from Jim Rice, Elijah’s son. He thinks 
it was a case of broken heart. There 
was talk of the steer being exhibited 
at country fairs this season as Mis- 
souril’s most famous quadruped. When 
the old animal learnea the idea had 
been abandoned, it laid down and died. 
There will be no cards of thanks, be- 
eause no friends ‘‘assisted at the death.” 

At the December call, 1904, of the 
Kansas City Court of Appeals docket, 
the biggest case over a small matter 
ever tried in Missour! passed into his- 
tory. The style of the action was John 
Massengale vs. Elijah E. Rice. The sub- 
ject of litigation was a spindle-shanked 
steer, “a very ordinary animal, a 
scrub,”’ the plaintiff said, ‘‘worth about 
$90."” 

Finds Steer in Rice’s. Herd. 

In September, 1899, John Massengale 
of Macon County (known as ‘Missouri 
John” when herding cattle back in 
Wyoming), missed from his ranch @ 
small red steer. One evil day a horse- 
man came along the road and called 
“Missouri John” out.. He told him he 
had seen his missing animal down on 
Rice's farm. John went over to see 
Farmer Rice. Together they visited the 
herd, and Massangale promptly spied 
the scrub. 

‘That's mine, Elijah,’’ he said. 

“No, John,” replied Elijah, ‘we raised 
that ourselves.”’ 

Massengale telephoned to his Tawyer 
in Macon and a suit in replevin was 
filed. 





Social Standing at Stake. 

The diversity of belief furnished 
grounds for warfare. “Missouri John” 
hed begun his career by rounding up 
cattle in the West, and he knew he 
could not be mistaken. Elijah had 
grown up in the valleys, where a man’s 
social success was rated according to 
his knowledge of steercraft, and he felt 
the knew the subject of controversy as 
well as he did any member of his fam- 
fly. In passing, it may be remarked 
that it is fairly safe to criticise a cat- 
tleman’s command of the King’s En- 
giish, or his manners at the dinner 
table, but when you challenge his ca- 
pacity to identify anything that wears 
horns you can look for trouble with 
entire confidence. = 

There were seven trials. At the climax 
it was figured the unsuccessful litigant 
stood to lose $5000. 

“Roast” Costs 8300, 

The case would have been closed in 
1900, but at the end of the trial, during 
a strong appeal to the jury, Elijah’s 
leading lawyer, J. A. Collect, used this 
language, taken from the printed rec- 
ord: 

“Massengaie obtained his start by 
rounding up unbranded cattle in the 
West, and branding them as: his own. 
Inethe West they call that “branding 
mavericks,’ but here in Missouri we 
call it plain-out cattle stealing.”’ 

That shert tirade cost Elijah $300, for 
the plaintiff appealed on the ground 
that there was no evidence in the rec- 
ord to justify the attack. 

During the life of the steer case it 
had been tried at Bynumville, Saig;- 
bury, Kansas City and Fayette. When 
the trial was ‘‘on’ in a town, the tav- 
ern-keepers would send out for extra 
help in the cookroom and Duy out the 
grocers. 

The case was fought out with vary- 
ing honors until a fatal day in_ last 
April, when a jury came into court at 
Fayette and said the steer belonged to 
Elijah. .

Dele- 
gate Frank Hussey, a “combine’’ lead- 
er, was with him on the Joint Commit- 
tee. They promised the councilmen that 
the House would stand by their agree- 
ment. 

When the test came last Tuesday 
night the House refused to indorse their 
bill. Led by Delegates Gallagher and 
Brennan of the “‘combine,’ the House 
tacked on four amendments. 

Weeke Also Is Offended. 

This turned Tirre against his old as- 
sociates. It also offended Delegate 
Frank Weeke of the Seventeenth Ward. 
Hussey was not present and he is silent 
on a report that he feels the same way. 

Since then it has been rumored that 
these three delegates and possibly Del- 
egate Tobin of the Fourteenth, a friend 
of Hussey, will switch off from. the 
“combine” and aid the minority in re- 
organizing. 

It is expected that the public utilities 
bill will be passed next Tuesday night 
and that the reorganization will be at- 
tempted at the succeeding meeting af- 
ter Delegates Hussey and Langdale re- 
turn from the Democratic convention at 
Denver. Hussey is an alternate from 
the Twelfth District. 

McShane Not Counted. 

Minority members say the desertions 
from the majority will give them 16 
members—one more than enough to re- 
organize—not counting Delegate Mc- 
Shane of the Twenty-seventh Ward, on

Union Electric Contract for 


Ligget Building Is 5 Cents 
a Kilowatt. 


TWICE THAT OF HOTEL 
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Jefferson Is Only Cents, 
While Other Structures Al- 
so Are Served Cheaper. 


Owners of the 16-story Liggett Build- 
ing, Eighth and Chestnut streets; are 
heavy contributors to the “Ready to 
Serve Club” of the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. 

When the building was taken over by 
the West End Realty Co. it assumed 
the electric light contract of the No- 
vember Realty Co., calling for a mini- 
mum of $1047.67 a month. 

At no time since the present manage- 


ment took charge of the building—not 
even in the winter months when the de- 
mand for light reaches the maximum of 
the year—has it been able to use the 
current to which it would be entitled un- 
der the minimum guarantee. 

The building is entitled to 250,000 kilo- 
watt hours of electricity a year under 
the present contract, part of it being 
used for power and part of it fer light. 

Rate Called Exorbitant. 

The building, under the contract, is en- 
titled to a consumption of 20,833 kilowatt 
hours of current each month. The rate, 
which includes heat, is a little more than 
5 cents a kilowatt hour—twice as much 
as it is costing many of the other large 
office buildings for heat and electric 
current made in their own plants. 

The Union has contracts for supplying 
other buildings in the same district for 
current for light and power at rates 
varying from below 2 cents a kilowatt 
hour to 2% cents a kilowatt hour. The 
Jefferson Hotel has a rate of 2 cents, 
the Syndicate Trust Building has a rate 
of 2% cents, but is under an exceeding- 
ly high minimum; the Missouri “Athletic 
Club has a rate of 2% cents, and several 
other office buildings have about the 
same rate. 

More Than Missouri Trust. 

The manager of the Liggett Building 
formerly was manager of the Missouri 
Trust Building, Seventh and Olive 
streets, which gets its service from the 
Neighborhood Light, Heat and Power 
Co. This company supplies the Mis- 
souri Trust and Chemical buildings 
from a plant in the basement of the 
Missouri Trust Building. 

The Missouri Trust Building has at 
least 100 more rooms than the Liggett 
Building, and its former manager says 
it consumes a great deal more electric- 
ity for light and power. The cost of the 
service for the building, he says, fre- 
quently did not exceed $750 or $800 a 
month. 

The heat for the two buildings is sup- 
plied principally from the exhaust steam 
of the Neighborhood plant. This plant 
has been so successful that the Wright 
Building and the Frisco Building, both 
of which have been erected since the 
Chemical and Missouri Trust buildings, 
and are under the same management, 
have installed their own plants. 

Wanted $500 a Month. 

When the Frisco Building was en- 
larged the capacity of its’ electrical 
plant was increased. Union Electric 
wanted $500 a month for making an 
emergency connection for the building, 
but by increasing the capacity of the 
plant this expense was not incurred. 

The manager of the Liggett Building 
says that a neighborhood plant for the 
three big office buildings in the block— 
the Liggett, Missouri Pacific and Lin- 
coln Trust—would render an ideal serv- 
ice at low cost to each. 

The Missouri Pacific and Lincoln 
Trust buildings now have their own 
plants. The proprietors of the new 
American Theater and Hotel at Sev- 
enth and Market streets, across the 
street from the Missouri Pacific Build- 
ing, have expended approximately $100, 
000 equipping it with electric light, 
power and heating plants. - 

But for the difficulty of crossing the 
streets with the wires the office build- 
ings could establish a neighborhood 
system for any group of buildings and 
serve them with light, heat and power 
at much lower rates than they can get 
from Union Electric, although the com- 
pany makes a low rate to big cgnsum- 
ers to discourage the establishment of 
private plants.

LINCOLN, Neb., July 3.—The plat- 
form which will be sent from Lincoln 
to the Resolutions Committee at Den- 
ver will accuse the Republicans of 
abandoning the policies of Roosevelt 
and of retreating from the position he 
assumed on various important policies. 
There will also be a reference to Grover 
Cleveland, but he will not be eulogized 
so strongly as in the resolutions Judge 
Parker is said to contemplate intro- 


ducing in the Convention. 

On the subject of trusts the platform 
will say: 

“A private monopoly is indefensible 
and intolerable. We, therefore, favor 
the vigorous enforcement of the crim- 
inal law against trusts and trust mag- 
nates and demand the enactment of such 
additional legislation as may be nec- 
essary to make it impossible for a pri- 
vate monopoly to exist in the United 
States.. 


Remedies for Trust Evils. 

“Among the additional remedies we 
specify these three: 

“First, a law preventing the duplica- 
tion of directors among competing cor- 
porations; second, a high-license sys- 
tem which will, without abridging the 
right of each state to create corporations 
or its right to regulate as it will for- 
eign corporations doing business with- 
in its limits, make it necessary for a 
manufacturing or trading corporations 
in interstate commerce to take out a 
Federal license before it shall be per- 
mitted to control as much as 25 per cent 
of the product in which it deals, the 
license. to protect the public from 
watered stock and to prohibit the con- 
trol by such corporation of more than 
50 per cent of the total of any product 
consumed in the United States; and 
third, a law compelling such licensed 
corporations to sell all purchasers in 
all parts of the country on the same 
terms, after making due allowanée for 
cost of transportation.’’ 


Tariff Reform Demanded, 

Concerning the tariff question, 
draft of the platform says: 

“We welcome the belated promise of 
tariff reform, now offered by a part of 
the Republican party, as a tardy recog- 
nition of the righteousness of the 
Democratic position on this question,but 
the people cannot safely entrust the exe- 
cution of this intportant work to a party 
which is so obligated to the highly pro- 
tected interests that it postpones relief 
until after the election, and we call at- 
tention to the significant fact that the 
premise now made by those Repub- 
licans who favor tariff revision is whol- 
ly vitiated by the use of very qualify- 
ing words, under which the present 
tar’ if iniquities have grown up.

OPPOSITION TO BRYAN IS 
BASED ON HIS WEAKNESS}

Neither Judge Gray nor Gov. Johnson 
will accept the vice-presidency, accord- 
ing to their managers. 

It developed that the Bryan leaders 
will not oppose the introduction of a 
resolution eulogizing the late President 
Cleveland nor the adjournment of the 
convention for a day after the tempo- 
rary organization. This is said to be in 
accordance with the express wish of 
Mr. Bryan. 

Some of the ultra-Bryan men opposed 
the plan on the ground that such a 
step would place the convention on rec- 
ord as indorsing the conservative poli- 
cies of Cleveland, which were diamet- 
rically opposed to those now favored by 
Mr. Bryan. This: objection was over- 
ruled by Mr. Bryan and the members 
of the National Committee and there 
will be no attempt made to head off 
'the friends of Mr. Cleveland, who have 
declared their intention to offer the res- 
olution. 

An adjournment after the temporary 
organization probably will prolong the 
convention to four days. 


Denver Officials for Bryan. 

The Gray people ran against a snag 
teday which. indicated that the. con- 
trolling officials of Denver are pro- 
Bryan. The Gray men have five large 
street banners which they brought with 
them. The largest was to be strung 
across Seventeenth street from_ the 
Savoy Hotel. Permission from the own- 
ers of both buildings was obtained, but 
the police interfered. 

Judge Gavin, a Denverite and one of 
the Gray advocates, was told that the 
Board of Public Works had decided to 
forbid the stringing of banners because 
Denver had expended large sums on an 
elaborate electric lighting system, and 
did not want the effect of the nightly 
illumination interfered with. This ex- 
planation seemed curious, but Judge 
Gavin said he would have the banners 
put up on the sides of buildings. He 
was told that that could not be done 
either, as the Denver police and fire 
department had adopted regulations 
forbidding the stringing of banners on 
buildings to avert the danger of fire.

Imagine three solid hours of it—the 
men struggling, clashing, swaying 
about in the hot sun, their brains dazed 
with the continual tapping of the jabs 
and violent jar of hook ang swing <and 
uppercut. The Marathon race that 
winds up the great Olympic games with 
what is supposed to be the severest 
test of stamina and manly courage is 
mere child's play beside it. 

In the Marathon men run for a period 
of time varying between two hours and 
a half and three hours. They jog at 
swift, even pace, occasionally taking a 
drink or a stimulant from their attend- 
ants just as fighters in their corners, 
are bathed and fanned. There are no 
minutes of rest for the Marathon run- 
ners, but they are not compelled to go 
oa and’on in spite of smashing blows in 
the body that jar the breath out of 
them. If they tire-they can slow until 
they recover. 

‘Can Not Slow Ub. 
ANS and Nelson absolutely cannot 
G slow up or show a trace of fa- 


tigue. To do that would mean 
sudden redoubling of exertion by the 
other man and a speedy knockout. The 
fighters must go on at their best pace 
until one or the other falls heavily, un- 
conscious or utterly dazed and ex- 
hausted and beaten. 

Gans and Nelson fought nearly three 
hours at Goldfield. When Gans went 
down from the effect ef a foul blow in 
the forty-second round both men were 
nearly exhausted.

District Attorney Elder of Brook- 
lyn will appeal the case, but the 
Bischoff decision must stand until 
fall, at least, as the higher courts 
have adjourned for the summer. 

How far the racetracks and their 
allies, the bookmakers, will dare go 
under this decision is a matter of 
speculation. Hereto‘ore the book- 
makers recorded the bet and settle- 
megt was made on his memorandum 
solely.

THE POOR REASON FOR BRYAN. 

So far as there is political method in the con- 
tinuing candidacy of Mr. Bryan, it is explained 
by the remark of one of his agents at Denver the 
other day that “‘there are 500,000 voters in the 
country who, while he is alive, will never vote for 
any Democrat but Bryan for the presidency.” 

The number of these voters is immaterial. 
Twelve years ago they were designated as Pop- 
ulists and, on the basis of Weaver’s vote in 1892, 
were estimated at 1,000,000. Eight years ago this 
million led once more to the nomination of Bryan. 
Four years ago, when Bryan was not nominated, 
the million voted solidly for Roosevelt, as the 
oar a tables plainly show. 

It is this million or half-million of Bryan-or- 
Republican men that the Democratic party has 
been dealing with chi€fly for 12 years, ignoring 
in the meantime several millions of Democrats 
who ought to be entitled to some consideration. 

Events throughout all political history have 
shown that an asset of this kind is in reality a 
heavy liability. 

If there are 500,000 men who prefer a Republi- 
can to any Democrat other than Bryan it follows 
as a matter of course that they are not Demo- 
crats, and that in order to make sure of their 
votes Democrats must not only nominate one and 
the same man at each election, but must also 
surrender such of their principles as are not agree- 
able to the half-million. 


This is the Democratic situation in a nut- 
shell. The experiments made in 1896 and 
1900 prove that for cvery Bryan vote of this 
kind that is gained at least one Democratic 
vote is lost, and the worst of it is that the 
Bryan votes are gained chicfly where they are 
not effective and the Democratic, votes are 
lost in states where they are absolutely nec- 
essary. to succcss. 

The moral to be drawn from all this is that 
a great political party cannot become a one-man 
party and hope to figure conspicuously in the po- 
litica] affairs of the country. 

A party moreover which permits a compara- 
tively small faction to coerce it into unfamiliar 
ways and into nominations which it admits to be 


hopeless is doomed.

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HAT the poet wishes is to trans- 

W mit his thought and his emotion 

with as little friction as possible. 
He desires also to preserve his rhythm 
and to force his readers to read as he 
himself feels his rhythm. me likes to 
avoid therefore any spelling which per- 
mits the readers a choice between two 
pronunciations, one of which might spoil 
the swing of his line. He writes, 

“Blest be the tie that binds” 
when he desires blest to be a monosyl- 
lable, reserving blessed for the rare oc- 
casions when .e .wishes to have the -ed 
sounded, as in, 

“Blessed are the peace-makers.”’ 

When we spell ‘blessed’ the readers 
do not know whether the poet desires 
them to prdnounce ‘“‘blest’’ or ‘‘blessed.’’ 
(And in this article it has been neces- 
sary to put an accent on the second e in 
‘‘tblessed’’ and in other past participles 
to make its pronunciation clear to the 
eye.) Probably this is the reason why 
(and not ‘‘dropped’’) in 
Shakspeare, Dryden, Burns, Tennyson 
and Lowell, and why we find “‘kist’’ (and 
not ‘“‘kissed’’) In Spenser, Shakspeare, 
Milton and Tennyson. So ‘“‘stept’ was 
preferred by Milton, Dryden, Keats and 
Tennyson, and “‘propt’’ by Dryden, Ten- 
nyson and Lowell. *Blusht” is in 
Shakspeare and Burns; ‘cares?’ (for 
‘“‘carressed’’) is in Burns; ‘‘confest”’ is 
in Milton, Dryden and Pope; ‘“‘dipt’”’ is 
in Milton, Tennyson and Lowell; ‘‘drest’’ 
is in Spenser, Dryden and Tennyson; 
“droopt” is in Tennyson; ‘‘heapt”’ is in 
Ben Johnsoyg, Milton and Lowell; “‘lapt’’ 
is in Shakspeare, Tennyson and Lowell; 
‘‘mixt’’ is in Shakspeare, Milton and Ad- 
dison; ‘“‘tost’’ is in Shakspeare, slilton, 
Dryden, Keats and Lowell; ‘wisht’’ is 
in Spenser, Shakspeare and Miltgn 

Spenser uses whichever form’ of the 
past participle suits his rhythmic 
scheme, sometimes putting both in the 
same line, but always indicating by the 
spelling the pronunciation he desires the 
réader to accept: 

“But ‘pass-ed’ forth, and 
still forward right,’’ 
and again: 

“Withall she ‘laugh-ed’ 

she ‘blusht’ withall.”’ 

And we find the same use of both ter. 
minations in a single line—to make sure 
that its rhythm shall be preserved—in 
Heywood's ‘“‘Troja Britannica’ (1609): 

“He first ‘tild, ploud, sowd, reapt 
and fin-ed’ gold.” 

(Neither Spenser nor Heywood accent- 
ed the -ed; but the rhythm reveals their 
insistence on its pronunciation.) 

In a single line of “Harold,” Tenny- 
son puts two of these simpler spellings: 
“The dog that ‘snapt’ the shadow, 

‘dropt’ the bone.” 


Probably in his use of the simpler 
forms Lowell was following the Eliza- 
bethans he loved devotedly. sustained 
by their example and holding that the 
spelling of Shakspeare was “good 
enough for him.” Tennyson, however, 
was consciously choosing the simpler 
form just as Milton had done—choosing 
it deliberately as fitter for the pur- 
poses of poetry. Like Milton, Tenny- 
son was a most accomplisht craftsman, 
possessing a marvelous mastery of the 
teehnic of verse; and, like Milton, once 
more, he was punctilious and fastidious

MISSOURI SUPREME COURT

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 3.—Di- 


vision No. 1 of the Missouri Supreme 
Court met today and handed down opin- 
ions in 26 cases and adjourned unth 
July 14. 

The court holds in the case of Bridget 
McFadden and Mary O'Malley against 
the grand lodge of the Ancient Order 
o” United Workmen, that Mrs. McFad- 
den is entitled to all the premfums paid 
on her husband’s policy with six per 
cent from the time each payment was 
made, and to pay the balance to Mary 
O’ Malley. When Michael McFadden 
first took out his policy with the A. O. 
U. W. for $2000, he assigned his wife, 
Bridgét, as his beneficiary. 

After a separation he changed this to 
the name of his adopted daughter, Mary 
O'Malley. McFadden died in 1908 and 
both the widow and daughter claimed 
the insurance money. 

The court affirmed the judgment in 
favor of the James H. Forbes Tea & 
Coffee Co. of St. Louis, which was sued 
by Carrie Bradley for $5000. She al- 
leged her husband who had been work- 
ing for this company, lost his life as 
a result of the company’s negligence. 
The’ court holds an accident which 
caused his death was not due to the 
company’s negligence.

Dispensary tomorrow,’’ remarked one 
man who has seen many Fourths of 
July. 

Secretary Connett and the police ser- 
gcant who helped him issue the. per- 
mits seemed to be more hopeful. “Be 
careful, boys,’’ they cautioned the re- 
cipients of the permits. And the boys 
and girls said they would. 

But will they? To judge from the 
records of previous Fourths in St. Louis 
about 200 of them will not be, and 
the results will range from blistered 
fingers to lockjaw and blindness. 

What the Fourth Costs, 

In the past five Fourths there have 
been 1151 persons,i mostly children, 
killed in celebrating the Fourth of July 


/{n the United States—more, a historian 
bas estimated, 


than the number of 
American soldiers killed in any battle 
of the Revolutionary War. 

Even this does not show all the 
deaths caused by blank cartridges, toy 


‘@annons, cannon crackers and set pieoes. 
_Bome of the persons who contract te- 


tanus from Fourth of July injuries live 
for weeks and die after the estimates 
for the year have been made up. 

In each of these years the number of 
injurd has run from 4000 to 5400, or more 
than twice the number of the British 
killed and wounded by Andrew Jack- 
gon'’s men in the battle of New Orleans. 

New methods of treating tetanus have 
reduced the death list and it has been 
much smaller in the years since 1903 
than it was before. But no boy cares 
about having antitoxin pumped into his 
arm through a doctor’s sharp needle. 
That is the only thing that is depended 
on to keep lockjaw away, once the hand 
or the face is powder burned, 

Most of the accidents will be avoided 
if the celebrators ‘will let pistols and 
blank cartridges alone, will take no 
chances with cannon crackers and will 
not pick up fireworks to see why they 
have not gone off as soon as expected. 


How te Treat Injuries. 
But when there is an injury, in spite 


of care or for lack of it, the quicker the 
doctor’s office is reached the better. 
Before the doctor comes, or on the way 
to him, the wound should be washed, 
@o that every particle of dirt will be 
removed, and should not be bandaged in 
such a way as to keep the air out. 

Most doctors are agreed that the best 
thing to do is to give tetanus antitoxin 
and to bandage the wound 8o as to per- 
mit the secretions to escape and the 
air to enter. 

Science has got so far along in con- 
quering tetanus that there would be 
very few deaths if treatment were be- 
gun promptly. ‘he deaths that occur 
now are in cases that are taken to the 
physician too late. Most of them are 
injuries which seemed too small to 
bother the doctor with at first. It 


should be borne in mind that the small- } 


est wound which carries dirt or any 
foreign substance to the blood may 
cause lockjaw. | 

The Fourth of July has been no dead- 
lier in St. Louls than in other places. 
But there have been numerous deaths, 
and not a year has passed without eyes 
destroyed or fingers, arms and legs torn 


off. 
Few Casualties tn 1900; 
One of the exceptions was in the year 


1900, when the street car strike was 
going on. So that they would be able 
to tell a dynamite explosion when they 
heard ene, the police ordered no fire- 
crackers or other explosives used, and 
the day passed with few casualties. 

One of the other years when injuries 
were few was the World's Fair year, 
1904, when the Democratic National 
Convention was held in the city. Chil. 
dren and nups had \too much else 
to think a o care f firecrackers.

Chief of Police Creecy has issued in- 
etructiona to the captains of each of the 
police districts to rigidly enforce the 
city laws regarding the discharge of 
fireworks on the Fourth of July. 

“The Fourth in St. Louis must be 
sane,”’ Chief Creecy said Friday, “and 
the police will see that it is, as far as 
possible.’

He 
told them just how far patriotism could 
#°, and issued orders for the prompt 
ervest of all offepders.

ABOUT $200,000 SPENT IN 
ST. LOUIS FOR FIRE WORKS 


The Fourth of July fireworks business 
in St. Louis, according to estimates of 
local dealers, will aggregate between 
$200,000 and $250,000. 

Whatever increase there is over last 
year’s business will be due, the dealers 
say, to the greater number of celebra- 
tions in small cities, towns and villages 
in the St. Louis trade territory. The 
demand for some of the staples in 
the city is hardly as good as formerly, 
they say, owing to greater strictures o. 
the police in enforcing the Mayor's rul- 
ing against crackers more than five 
inches long. 

Towns all over Southern and Central 
Illinois, and throughout Missouri and 
Arkansas, have sent their orders for 
fireworks to St. Louis firms. In places 
where business has been less. brisk than 
in former years, the merchants have 
increased their effort to bring farmers 
and money into the towns by these. cele- 
brations. 

E. J. Bingle, president of the St: Louis 
Fireworks Co., said Friday: “There is 
a big demand for the better and more 
expensive fireworks this year, more than 
erough to balance the falling off in 
firecrackers and the like. 

“The electric sparklers, which were 
introduced last season, are in great de- 
mend this year. They sell at retail in 
packages of a dozen for 10 cents. They 
are the most harmless, and, at the same 
time, among the prettiest of fireworks.”

Hard 
times have enlarged the need for this 
great charity by reducing the diet of 
mothers and infants and thus causing 
an increased amount of sickness among 
the little ones. 

More money will be needed this year 
than ever before to carry on the work. 
and unless pure milk, properiy prepared 
under the direction of the medical staff 


| of the fund,is supplied in quantity equal 


to the demand, there will be much suf- 
fering and many deaths. 
Demand Grows Rapidly. 

The demand for pure .milk has in- 
creased nearly 100 per cent over last sea- 
son. The whole work is enlarged. There 
are now 17 clinics a week against three 
at the beginning of the season. The

Before a baby is placed upon the 
Pure Milk list it must be examined by 
a physician. That is what the clinics 
are for. They are free and are served 
by a corps of earnest, devoted physi- 
cians. But if a mother cannot take her 
infant to one of the clinics she may 
take it to almost any physician in St. 
Louis, who will freely prescribe the 
necessary modification of pure milk, 
which is suitable for the child. 

Under Constant Inspection, 

The milk prescriptions are sent to 
the Pure Milk’ Laboratory, 1726 North 
Thirteenth street, to be filled. It is 
there that the milk—which comes in 
clean receptacles from a clean dairy 
that is “under constant inspection—is 
sterilized and modified to suit the needs 
of the many patients. The milk is then 
bottled and sent in cases to the dis- 
tributing stations. There the mothers 
call for it every morning.
